THE WHALING INDUSTRY 
GAINING IMPORTANCE 


USE OF MODERN METHODS RE- 
SULTS iN GREATER RETURNS~ 
THAN FORMERLY 


Immense Sums Are Invested in the 
Industry by Canadian and American 
Firms—U.S Congress to be Asked 
to Safeguard industry in Alaska. 


Washington.—Contrary to the ac- 
cepted belief in this country whaling 
fs still a great industry, and it is 
growing rapidly in the Pacific ocean 
adjacent to the coasts of the two 
Americans, This is the assertions of 
W. S. Dwinnell, of Minneapolis, who 
with other Minveapolitans is interest- 
ed in one ot the two whaling compan- 
fes operating stations in Alaska and 
who is trying to secure legislation by 
congress for the conservation of the 
supply of whales us well as the pro 
tection of thos? engaged in the busi- 
ness. 


Recently a favorable report was 
made in the senate on a bill present- 
ed by Senator Knute Nelson, provid- 
ing that no wh. ling station should be 
established in Alaska at a less dis- 
tance thau 75 miles from another. The 
measure was introduced at the in- 
stance of Mr. Dwinnell, who in an ar- 
fument before .he senate committee 
on fisheries,~-showed that large 
amounts are invested in whaling ves- 
sels and stations on the Pacific coast. 

“Up to a few years ago practically 
all whaling was carried on in Atlan- 
tic waters, but in recent years there 
has been a gradual development of 
the industry in the virgin waters of 
the Pacific,” said Mr. Dwinnell. “Sta. 
tions have beer established on the 
coast of Chile, on the west coast of 
Mexico, in British Columbia and in 
Alaska. The only American. stations 
are located at Grays Harbor, Wash., 
Port Armstrong in Southeastern AI- 
aska, and on Akutan island—one of 
the most weste:ly of the Aleutian 
group. Owing te the long stretches 
of shore-line in Alaska and on the 
Pacific coast of the United States, 
the industry, properly protected and 
encouraged, shculd and doubtless will 
betome of much importance, 

“It has been demonstrated that 
when fishing is carried on extensive, 
and the vast majority of whales 
caught, they seam to abandon that par- 
ticular locality in subsequent years. 
This is due eiiher to the knowledge 
they may have of the dangers of the 
locality- or to the fact that so large 
4 proportion of the whales accustom- 
ed to frequent the particular harbor 
or locality in question have been des- 
troyed. In any event, it is known that 
what may be termed ‘over-whaling’ 
will cause the whales to-almost entire- 
ly disappear from a given locality. 

“If, then, wialing is to be carried 
on successfully in our Alaskan waters 
and the whole ic to be so conserved 
that it will continue to frequent these 
waters, then there must be limitation” 
placed upon the number which may-be- 
caught in any given locality, The only 
limitation ‘hat may practically be put 
upon the catch is one that will pre- 
vent the location of more than one 
station at any given plac 


“On account 4% the inventton of the 
harpoon gun, whaling now is carried 
on like any other large industrial and 
commercial entarprise, Large amounts 
of money cre invested in the busi- 
ness, a certain Canadian company 
having an investment of something 
over $5,000,000, while one of the Amer- 
ican companies operating in West- 
ern Alaska hag an investment of 
$500,000, and the other companies 
operating in Southeastern Alaska and 
at Grays Harbor have each invest- 
Mmentes of $300,000, The necessity of 
large equipment, involving the invest- 
ment of large capital, was all brought 
about through the harpoon gun. 

“An average \shale is of the weight 
of fifty head of fat cattle and pro- 
duces from thirty to fifty barrels of 
oil, beside a considerable amount of 
fertilizer and whalebone, The size and 
strength o: the whale requires the 
heaviest machinery, made of the bast 
material, while the modern methods 
of capture increase the number taken 
to such an extent that shore stations, 
where are handled the carcasses of 
whales, must be established at large 
expense. 

“It is not uncommon to see in- 
vested in a single shore station $150,- 
000, and the method of construction is 
such that it is Gifficult and well-nigh 
impossible to remove the same from 
one location to another. Also the 
transportation of supplies, of which 
fuel is an imvortant item, from the 
base of operaticn to the whaling sta. 
tion and the transportation of the oil 
and other products from the station to 
Seattle involves en equipment of taai 
steamers o- barges,likewise requiring 
a large investment of capital. It must 
therefore be apparent that if the Un- 
ited States 's to profit from this mar- 
ine industry and if the industry is not 
to be monopolized by our Canadian 
and Mexican neighbors, it will have 
to conserve the whale and furnish te 
same protection to capital engaged 
therein ag is Gone by the two coun- 
tries just referred to. 

“In Mexico ic whaling is permitted 
except when concession 1s granted, 
and it is reported—though on account 
of the state of disorder there. exist- 
ent the report has not beem verified— 
that the ‘ght to whale hag been 
granted to a company in a few -har- 
bors remotely~‘ocated from each oth- 
er. In Canada ar act has been passed 
prohibiting the location of stations 
nearer together than 200 miles. The 
distance of seventy-five miles was de- 
termined upon in the Proposed mea 
sure in order thet those advocating it 
might not appear to be seeking a 
monopoly, A greater distance would, 
of course, in a larger degree tend to 
conserve whales and at the same time

LIGHTING THE BIG CANAL 
—— 
There Will Be No Difficulty in Locat- 
"ing the Panama Channel 

The lighting of the Panama canal 
will be an interesting feature of the 
great enterprise. The canal will be 
lighted throughout by automatic unat- 
tended lights, cach having a distinct 
characteristic. At the entrances and 
through Gatun lake a double row of 
about sixty automatic acetylene light- 
ed buoys will mark the channel. Tha 
channel wilt! be defined further by 
powerful rapid flashing range lights, 
one set at either end of each succes- 
sive tangent, thus permitting vessels 
going in vither direction to take their 
range off the bow. d 

The centre lines of each range are 
set far enough apart to enable the 
largest vessels to pass each other in 
comfort. ‘ihrough Culebra cut, or 
wherever the proximity of the banks 
permits, beacous will be used instead 
of buoys. The sides of the canal chan- 
nel will be .narked by gas buoys about 
every mile, with intermediate spar 
buoys. Hach gas buoy will consist of 
a cylindrical, floating, steel body, sur- 
mounted by a steel frame which sup- 
ports a light and lens at a height of 
of fifteen feet above water level.— 
Christian Sclerce Monitor. 


Talking Across the Atlantic \ 
Testifying before a royal commis- 
sion in London the president of the 
Marconi company announced his 
faith that the Hungarian wizard 
would have wireless telephone com- 
munication established between Wales 
and Newfoundland before the end of 
the year, According to the prospectus 
the foundations of principle are fully 
laid and the consummation awaits 
only the building of powerful enough 
machines to transmit sound through 
such great distance, : 

This is a prospect reasonably sure 
to tie the continents closer together 
and hasten the coming of the world 
state. When conversation can float 
half way arownd the world there is 
really little use for natural bound- 
aries and cusioms houses, And it 
will discourage war. Killing people 
who are on your line is not alluring. 

In discussing the wireless tele- 
phone the question of privacy arises. 
To this the Marconi officials reply 
that long wave lengths which will 
carry the humen voice*across the 
Atlantic can be picked up only by 
stations of the same power as those 
sent out. And as these stattons are 
likely to be under the control of a 
single company, there will be just 
about as much privacy as with the 
present telephor es. 


Canada’s Resources Barely Touched 


Sir William Van Horne says that 
Canada hds so far_not even brepk- 
fasted on her vast and undiminislfed 
resources. This statement is well with: 
in the mark, for, according to official 
estimates, ihe three prairie provinces 
contain no fewer than 272,920,9)% 
acres of arable land, of which about 
59,000,000 are now broken} And yet, 
last year, the wheat alone produced 
by Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta_ amounted to. 231,717,000 bushels 
which was raised on merely one-fifth 
of the agricultural land available, Fur- 
ther, people are swiftly realizing thut 
agriculture is by no means the west’s 
solitary resource, It is gradually 
dawning upon them that the west 
now stands on the very threshold of 
remarkable developments in other 
most valuable directlons—directions 
previously undiscovered or ignored in 
the first strenuous siage of the coun 
try’s careey, when the solid founda- 
tion of things was being well and 
truly laid. Only a few years ago, tie 
west was deemed to have but one re- 
source, and the farmer but one crop. 
How amazing such a conclusion will 
seem in the near tomorrow. 


Why Salmon Run 

At the meeting of the French Acad- 
emy of Science récently an interest- 
ing commurication was made on the 
result of the obrervations of Profes 
sor Roule 2n the migration of sai- 
mon to fresh water. 

The obsorvaticns covered the rivers 
entering tls sen on the Breton coast, 
and it was found that the proportion 
of oxygen dissolved in fresh ayer er 
was the principal factor determining 
the ascent of the salmon. Like all fivh 
of their family, the salmon have an 
intense need of breathing, and this in- 
creases in the reproductive period. 
Consequently they only enter rivers 
whose waters ere able to satisfy this 
need by the quantity of oxygen held in 
solution. it is tho search for this water 
that leads them up the rivers, even 
where obstructicns make it necessary 
te leap in their characteristic way. 

Besides the scientific interest, Pro- 
fessor Roule’s observations, if 
could but be proven, would possesr 
great practical value, as they would 
enable on> immediately .to discern 
which rivers were worth an attempt 


to introduce salmon by purifying the! 


water, providing ladders, etc. and 
which were the rivers in which such

BIRTH RATE INCREASES 


Great Britain's Advancing Birth Rate, 
Decreasing Death Rate 


Last year’s official returns go to 
show that the tide has turned, and 
that the birth rate of Great Britain 
is increasing in comparison with the 
previous year. It is with something 
like a pang, however, that we learn 
that improved ccnditions are to have 
mucp of the credit for this. Few will 
not Tegret the‘information that the 
‘bad social surroundings of the people 
have actua ly caused a diminution in 
the births of the nation. 

The birth rate was 23.8 per 1,000— 
3.0 below the average for the preced- 
ing decenium and 0.6 below the birth 
rate of 1911. The provisional figures 
for 1913, however, indicate a.rise of 
0.1 per 1,000, this being the first year 
since 1908 to show an increase. 

Marriages are on the increase, The 
rate was 15.5 per 1,000 in 1912, being 
0.1 above the average in the ten years 
1902-11. In each of the -last three 

ears the marriage rate has shown ar 
increase, 

The deaih rate in 1912, 13.3 per 
1,000 was the Jowest on record, 1.9 
below the average for the ten preced- 
ing years and 0,2 per 1,000 below the 
lowest previously recorded “in 19i0. 
It was mainly due_to the diminution 
of the mortality of children under the 
age of five years, 


' Leprosy in North America 

In adoptiig a resolution favoring a 
bill now before congress for the es- 
tablishment of a national leper colony 
in the Unit-d States the ratier start- 
| ling stater-ent was made that the 
|; number of lépers now in this country 
is estimated at between 300 and 509. 
There must have been a great in- 
crease of thes? cases within the last 
quarter of a century if these figures 
are correct, and it is high time that 
some provision for segregating the 
lepers in a place where they can re- 
ceive humane treatment was made. 
| The lepeis ir the colony at Malo- 
kai, Hawaii aré comparattvely happy 
in spite of their affliction. They have 
companionship, sanitary quarters, the 
most scientific treatment, and every- 
| thing possible is done to make their 
lot endurable. It is‘ulmost impossible 
to imagine wha. a leper in this coun: 
jtry, confined ulone in a shack and 
treated much as the lepers were in 
Biblical times, must suffer. It would 
be more humane to put him out of 
his misery at once. 

There are only about 20 lepers in 
England, and yet a leper Colony is to 
be established there in a deserted part 
of the courty of Essex. The late Lord 
Strathcona left a bequest of $25,000 
for this purpose. Surely if there 's 
;Meed of a lepe* colony in England, 
| where there are only 20 cases, there 

is ‘much more need for one in the 
United States, where there are be- 
tween 300 -<d 500 cases, isolated but 
widely scattered —The Argus. 


Harvest and Ploughing 


In many parts of the west the 
&round becomes: very hard and dry 
soon after the grain is cut. The hot 
sun and the dry winds-svon bake vie 
ground very hard; the short stubble 
lets them st the ground much better 
than did tke standing grain, This 
condition makes it imperative that 
‘he ground be ploughed very quickly 
after harvest. Itherwise it becomes 
so hard it cannct be ploughed at all 


until after tho” spring thaw and 
‘rains, 
Tractor owners have hit upon a 


very excellent sclution of this grave 
problem. They cut their grain and 
plough the ground at the same time. 
First they cut two’ rounds with the 
binder, Then .hey hitch the, engine 
to the plough, and the bindef to the 
back end of the plough frame. A 
seven foot left hand binder and a six 
bottom, fourteen inch plough make an 
excellent combination for this pur- 
Pose. The bindcr cuts its full swath 
and drops its bundles on the ploughed 
ground just behing the plough. The 
plough turns over the same ground 
that the engine is travelling over. A 
1two-section harrow may be added to 
this outfit. The harrow is hitched 
close up behind the plough and ahead 
of the bundle carrier of the binder. 
This triple combination is hard to 
| beat. 

This combination has 
one advantage. As mentioned before, 
it ploughs ‘h: ground before it has a 
| chance to dry out and bake. It also 
| kills millions of weeds to each acre.

Series of Maps fesued, Together With 
Pamphlets, Describing in Detail the 
Topogranhica, and Other Features 
Will be of Great Value to Intending 
Settlers. . 


Victoria.—Three new pre-emptcrs’ 
maps covering the Nechaco, Chilcoten 
and North Thompson districts, have 
just been issued by the surveys branch 
of the department of lands. These 
maps form part of a series of ten, cov- 
ering approximately 100,000 square 
miles of Jand, and will prove of great 
assistance to intending pre-emptors. 
They show the lands surveyed to date 
in the sections covered, the tracts 
available for pre-emption being shown 
in pink, while those taken up are in- 
dicated in white. The surveyed areas 
shown in pink and the unsurveyed 
land shown in-the same color can be 
pre-empted at the office of the govern- 
ment agent of the land-recording div'- 
sion in which it is situated, It is nec- 
essary to stake the unsurveyed land 
and describe it according to metes and 
bounds in the application. The survey- 
ed tracts can be applied for without 
staking, be’ng described in the applica- 
tion by the'r number. 

Maps have already been issued in 
this series showing the lands for 
pre-emption in the Fort George and 
Tete Jaune districts. It was in these 
districts that 80,000 acres were open- 
‘ed to pre-emption last month, and 
over three-quarters of this land re- 
main open, The new maps cover 
the aeras adjoining that embraced in 
previous ones; the whole series are 


.drawn to connect with each other. 


.The Nechaco sheet shows the ter- 
ritory westward of the Fort George 
district extending to the Hazelton

hemipshere Persian lambs, Accord- 
ing to Mr Abajian no less than ten 
thousand dollars have been expended, 
the net result of which’ was the ar- 
rival of eiglt animals on board the 
8.8. Pallenza, in Montreal a few days 
ago. 

Upon arrival here, however, the 
authorities refused to permit the 
sheep to be landed and all except two 
have been slaugiitered, owing to the 
fact that foot and mouth disease is 
said to be prevalent in Persia. The 
two live lambs have been presented to 
the captain of the steamer. 

Mr. Abajian related the trials in- 
cident to a@ journey through Persia, 
over the ‘Saucessian mountains, the 
arrival in Batcum, and_ thence to 
Hamburg, whore eight of, the thirty 
sheep bough’. were safely shipped. In- 
quiry was made of the British Con- 
sul and it was thought there would 
be no difficulty in getting the sheep 
landed in Canada; but Dr. F. Tor 
rance, chief veterinary inspector of 
Ottawa, flatly refused to allow the 
sheep to be landed for any purpose 
whatever. Cable communication was 
then opened up with London to see if 
the animals might be entered there, 
and then vith Holland, in neither 
case was {¢ po.sible to get the sheep 
landed. 

Mr. Abajian says each Persian 
lamb is worth about fifty dollars, the 
. practice Seing-te—-kilt-them-—when one 
or two days old and utilize their 
skins. He admits that the Canadian 
authorities were quite within their 
rights in refusing permission to land, 
and he says that they have no legal 
claim to compensation. 


Sciencc Does Not Always Pay 

Professor Silvanus Thompscn, Idec- 
turing at the Royal .Institution in 
London on “Faraday and the Founda- 
tions of Electrical Engineering,” gave 
some curious information as to ihe 
small rewerd with which that great 
man of science had to be content. 

At the age of 30 Faraday was liv- 
ing with ‘iis wife in two rooms at 
the top of the Royal Institution on a 
salary of $500 © year, with coal and 
gas free? Davy's erratic career woult 
have>plunged the Royal Institution in- 
to bankruptcy, but Faraday made a’ 
valiant struggle to place it on a sound 
footing. Yet, after he had discovered 
magneto-electric induction, the auth- 
orities of the Reyal Institute found 
themselve: unab’e to improve his pos!i- 
tion, and his salary remained at $500. 

Professo* Thompson said nothing 
perhaps wisely, about modern: rates 
or pay, Dut he did venture the re- 
mark that during the whole of its 
course the Royal Institution had spent 
only $600,000 on salaries and mater- 
jals, or as much per year us the sal- 
ary of a certain professor in a Scot 
tish university, In that century ths 
Royal Institution has enjoyed the ser- 
vices of Davy, Faraday, ‘Tyndall, 
Franklin and Rayleigh. 

Professor Thompson might have 
quoted Davy’s remark when IMava- 
day wanted to quit bookbinding , for 
the laboratory--'Stick to your trAde, 
my boy; science doesn't pay.”

NEW TYPES OF WHEAT | 


Result of Experiments Will be Put on; 
Market Next Year 
The latest results of Professor Wit- 


fen’s work in the creation by cross- 


breeding of new types of wheat and 


other crops at the Cambridge Univer- 
sity Farm were shown to the South 


African farmers who have been mak- 


ing an agricuitural tour of England. 


There are several new wheats and 
barleys in the making, and they tn- 
clude one wheat which is expected to 
eclipse even the famous Little Joss. 
The wheat in question is a cross be- 
tween Red Fife and the old Engl'sh 
wheat known as Browick. It is an 
exceedingly heavy cropper, good in 
the straw, and very good for milling 
purposes. It will probably appear 
on the market after the harvest of 
1915, 


Shackleton’s Wooden Ship 

Sir Ernest Shackleton’s ship, the 
Endurance, is well named, for she 
is built in sturdy oak and pliant pitch- 
pine, and 's very well fitted to take 
the intrepid explorer and his company 
ef brave mer to the frozen south, to 
carry still further the work of explor- 
ation which cost brave Captain Scott 
his life, ! 

The “wooden wails” of the Endur- 
ance are two ‘eet thick of almost 
eclid oak, and at stem and stern theve 
are five feet of the same tough timber. 
The little vessel has a gross tonnage 
of 360 tons; she has three masts, the 
foremast on'y befng -ouare-rigged, and 
her auxiliary stcam engines will pro- 
pel her at ten knots. She will sail 
with 82 persons con voard, of whom 15 
will be officers and members of the 
exploration party.

CANADA 
The “All-Round-the-World” Air Race 
in Connection With the Panama- 

Pacific Exhibition is Attracting 

Much Atten<ion by Reason of its 

Novelty. 

The competitors in the great “All 
round-the-world” air race in connec: 
tion with the Par ama-tacific exhibition 
will have the ugsistance of wireless 
telegraphy all along the route. 

Arrangements have been made witi 
Mr. Marcon foi the wireless stations 
on shipboard, and the stations in New- 
foundland, *.abrador, Greenland, Ice- 
land, North Britein, and right across 
Europe and Siberia to the terminus 
of the Trans-Siberiar Railway, to be 
used in any way possible that might 
assist the compe-itors in the contest. 

London is the first of the European 
control stations of which there are 
about 20, cach some thousand miles 
apart, in the fctal distance of 21,000 
miles, There will be intérmediate 
supply stat‘ons, each 150 miles apart, 
except in the States, where they wi J 
be separate by 300 miles. The Le.

The freezing of living persons ts 
the somewhat heroic remedy proposed 
by the Russian scientist Bachmetieff, 
The Koch Lactiius is killed at 6 de- 
Brees Cent. beicw freezing point, the 
cause of tuberc tosis, and as it is by 
congealing the person affected. with 
the diseases the microbes are killed 

Then he brings beck the subject to 
life by a very gradual re-heating. 

He has rlready succeeded in apply- 
iug his method to various animals, 
such as the rats and others by prodc- 
ing artificial respiration in them at 
the same time that the freezing pro- 
cess is gcing un, and he thus pro- 
duces suspensicn of life by cold which 
is of great interest to science and 
may also prove of much utility. 

Freezing of cattle in winter would 
thus preserve tiem withgut food, and 
they could alsc be transported over 
great distances when in this state, 
Many other app.ications of the idea 
can be imagin-d. J

Self-Scwn Wheat 

It might be well to receive the fol- 
lowing story of self-grown grain 
with caution, though it comes with 
fair authenticity from Kansas. 

A thirty acre field of wheat that 
is expected to yield thirty-five bush- 
els to the acre and did not cost the 
owner a cent ‘or seed or labor until 
harvest is cn the Kirg farm, south- 
west‘of Grandview, ‘It is owned by 
A. J. King, of the King Realty Com- 
pany. 

Last year the ground was in wheat 
and yielde? thirty-seven bushels to 
the acre. The harvest was late, the 
wheat was very ripe, and much of it 
shattered off aid lay on the growid 
It came up so thickly in the fall 
that it was pastured down, Mr. King 
decided to let ‘t stand and see what 
would be the result wit! sut ploughing 
the ground end seeling it again, 


$1,000 per icy for each day in excess 
if he wins the’ first prize; $300 per 
day if he wins the recond prize; and 
$200 per day for the third prize.

It is estimated that the journey 
will cost eack: pilot between $10,000 
and $15,000, but notwithstanding 
this, 50 competitors have already en- 


tered this, the greatest, air contest 
ever organ'zed 


Dry Farming in 8.C. 

To determine to what extent dry 
farming is practicable in the semi- 
arid section of Central British Col- 
umbia, two government experimental 
farms are in process of establish: 
ment at Nicola snd Lillooet. Meteor- 
ological statist:cs are being carefully 
gathered and records kept of all cul- 
tivation methods, and the results ob- 
tained. While it will take a long per- 
iod to arrive at accurate conclusions, 
still the observations made thus far 
have been most encouraging, hinting 
at quite an agricultural future for the 
localities. 

The work commenced last fall when 
the land y;as Lloughed, dixed and 
trenched, Statistics taken during the 
winter wre surprising, inasmuch as 
they indicated that conditions were 
not nearly so udverse to agriculture 
as had been popularly supposed. This 
spring, trial plots were prepared and 
seeded to various varieties of oats, 
wheat, barley, grasses and vegetables, 
Seed was secured from the Fergus 
County Dry Lend Experimental Faim, 
o? Montana, from other Western 
States and from Australia, where semi- 
arid conditions exist and dry farming 
methods are fol!owed. 

A striking proof of the results of 
cultivation was furnished at one of 
the stations the past winter. In 
unploughed land moisture penetrated 
to a depth of 12 inches. On plough- 
ed and prepared land it penetrated 31 
inches.—J.T,E,, in| Montreal Family 
Herald, 


The Negro Problem 

Nation-wide interest is being taken 
in a const'tutional fight between the 
white and negro residents of Louis: 
ville, Kentucky, over an ordinance re- 
cently passed by the city council for 
bidding negroes to invade the resi- 
dential portions of Louisville occupied 
|-by the whites, The law not only pro- 
hibits the blacks from living among 
the whites, but «.lso forbids the whites 
to move ino the negro quarters, It is, 
in fact, a belates attempt to segregate 
the negroes in this southern city, 
where the blacks number juite a 
fourth of the population. In recent 
years ihe negrocs of Louisville have 
progressed very markedly both in edu- 
cation and in wealth, and there has 
been a tendency on the part of the 
wealthier among them to buy property 
jin the bett:1 portions of the city, This 
is resented by the white population, 
whose property ir consequence has de- 
preciated in value. The negroes are 
advised that the ordinance is uncon- 
stitutional. Protest meetings have 
been held and money is being collect+ 
ed fof the purpose of fighting this 
matter, and « test case is to he 
brought. It is feared that unless the 
dispute can be settled amicably there 
will be grave disorder in Kentucky, 
and possibly in the south generally,

Undoubtedly many chickens eat 
more than they teed, but the hen that 
is properly ted will turn her surplus 
into eggs, the hen that is fed barely a 
Maintenance ratio: is necessarily un- 
profitable. One reason the beginner 
with a smull flock fo. largely from the 
table ecraps can figire out so low a 
cost of *ceding chickens is because ha 
doesn't cot the cost of the food ha 
would necd to buy were it not for the 
scraps. Th) right way to figure the 
cost of a hon’s teed is not by the vaiue 
of the table scraps at first cost, nor is 
it right to estimate that they cost 
Dothing, but by what it would cost to 
Teplace them wita pcultry food. 

The feeding will tell at the critical 
time of the eucly ‘rosts when the pul- 
lets are just coming to lay and tantal- 
ize you with their red combs, but still 
do not lay, when the-hens are passing 
the last stages of the molting season, 
and not ‘eather before the frosts, 
when the vitality of all the stock is 
the lowest, aud anen the price of eggs 
begins to soar to ils highest, then it 
is that the “eeding tells. It is a ques- 
tion then of winter laying or wintee 
loafing, and thas is largely a question 
of feeding.—-Wwlace’s Farmer.

plain statement regarding the town 
of Stettler, 

The Liberal party were responsi- 
ble for the Single Tax enactments 
on the Statute Book. One of their 
own party—Bob Shaw—who is well 
known to some of the older inhabi- 
tants of Gleichen, realizing that 
there was a big difference between 
theory and practice, especially in 
the case at Stettler, had a special 
act passed permitting that town té 
revert tothe older system of tax- 
ation: +. am decidedly in favor o! 
single tax in theory but I realize 
only too well that in Gleichen theo- 
ry and practice are not turning out 
as expected. 

Now, will Mr. ‘‘Small Ratepay- 
show me where there is any 
politieal prejudice in the foregoing? 

That the matter may be more 
convincing I will add a few more 
facta, 

As a result of the 1913 tax en- 
forcement there is in the town safe 
the title deeds to 22 lots. 

‘On the 1914 tax enforcement re- 
turn there are 188 uuredeemed lots 
with taxes against them at the pres- 
ent time amounting to $3,601.61 

On the 1915 tax enforcement re- 
turn now completed there are 202 
lots with taxes against them 
amounting to $4,427.78 

It will thus be seen that there is 
a prospect of the town becoming 
the owner of 357 lots. Meantime 
the taxes are carried forward from 
year to year on the town books 
against these lota but they don’t 
represent revenue until the lots are 
redeemed or sold. 

Now, Mr. ‘Small Ratepayer,’’ 
since you think so much of the 
town, do the right thing and buy 
those lots from the town and relieve 
it of the dead-weight, 

Leaving joking aside, who is going 
to make good the lost revenue dur- 
ng the time those lots remain in 
the safe, 

Ask yourself ‘‘Small Ratepayer’’ 
and all the other ratepayers of 
Gleichen. whether your property is 
an asset or a liability, and I think 
you will think as I do, that it isa 
great big LIABILITY,
